My  Lord  Mayor , Ladies  and  Gentlemen , 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  upon  the  health,  vital  statistics 
and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  City  of  Kingston  upon  Hull  for  the 
quinquennial  period  1939-1943. 

The  impact  of  the  war,  particularly  the  air  warfare,  placed  Kingston 
upon  Hull  in  the  front  line  of  cities  subjected  to  intensive  war  conditions, 
and  this,  together  with  service  calls  upon  the  officers  of  the  Department, 
rendered  it  impracticable  for  the  seriously  depleted  staff  to  prepare  and 
publish  a separate  detailed  report  for  each  of  the  years  under  review. 

The  work  of  the  various  sections  of  the  Public  Health  Department, 
including  the  hospitals  and  institutions,  was  nevertheless  kept  at  a high  level 
in  spite  of  the  numerous,  varied  and  exacting  extraneous  duties  which  the 
war  effort  imposed  upon  the  staff  individually  and  collectively. 

Throughout  the  period  covered  by  this  report,  the  health  of  the  people 
was  well  maintained  despite  the  blackout,  evacuation,  shelter  life  and  over- 
crowding, and  in  some  respects — notably  the  absence  of  serious  epidemics 
of  infectious  diseases — peace-time  standards  were  surpassed. 

Particulars  of  the  Department’s  activities  in  Air  Raid  Precautions  and 
Civil  Defence  were  submitted  to  the  Emergency  Committee  at  its  request, 
and  it  is  anticipated  that  a report  upon  the  work  of  that  Committee  will  be 
published  in  due  course.  Detailed  reference  to  this  aspect  of  the  duties 
undertaken  by  the  Health  Department  is  accordingly  omitted  from  this 
report. 

The  inauguration  of  an  efficient  casualty  and  ambulance  service,  and 
the  re-organisation  of  the  hospital  services  of  the  City  and  neighbourhood 
to  meet  the  needs  of  air  raid  casualties  and  emergency  medical  service 
requirements,  placed  a heavy  burden  of  work  and  responsibility  upon  the 
senior  members  of  the  staff,  and  particularly  upon  the  senior  members  of  the 
clerical  staff  of  the  Department.  Without  their  untiring  help  and  unfailing 
devotion,  the  casualty  services,  which  were  to  prove  equal  to  all  demands 
made  upon  them,  could  never  have  been  successfully  organized  and 
maintained. 
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It  is  with  the  deepest  regret  that  I have  to  record  that  six  members  of 
the  casualty  service  were  seriously  injured  and  11  killed  by  enemy  action, 
including  Dr.  D.  Diamond,  the  Deputy  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  who  lost 
his  life  on  31st  March,  1941,  whilst  deputising  for  me  on  duty  at  Control 
when  the  Control  Centre  was  destroyed  by  bombing.  By  his  untimely  death 
the  Public  Health  Service  lost  a promising  and  enthusiastic  member,  and 
the  City  an  able  and  devoted  Medical  Officer. 

This  summary  has  been  prepared  to  ensure  continuity  of  the  City’s 
statistical  health  records,  and  to  comply  with  the  instructions  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health  as  regards  economy  in  paper  and  printing.  Reports  for  the  years 
1944  and  1945  have  already  been  published  separately. 

I have  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health  Committee, 
my  fellow  Chief  Officials,  and  all  the  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Department, 
whose  co-operation  and  help  contributed  in  no  small  measure  to  the  success 
of  the  work  recorded  in  this  report.

The  difference  in  this 
figure  and  the  above  estimate  of  population  as  at  July,  1939,  is  due  to  the 
fact  that  the  Census  was  taken  at  the  peak  of  the  movement  to  safer  areas 
of  resident  population  from  Hull,  which  was  an  evacuation  area.

It  will  be  seen  that  whilst  in  1939  the  percentage  of  illegitimate  births 
to  total  births  fell  to  4*9  compared  with  5-4  in  the  previous  year,  it  steadily 
rose  during  the  war  years  from  5-5  in  1940  to  8-3  in  1943.

These  figures  show  that  the  Hull  death-rate  in  respect  of  each  of  the 
years  1939  to  1943  is  higher  than  that  for  the  pre-war  year  1938.  It  should 
be  noted,  however,  that  the  differences  in  these  rates  are  partly  due  to  the 
deaths  of  civilians  as  the  result  of  war  operations  (accounting  for  978  in  1941) 
and  to  the  reduction  in  total  population  consequent  on  evacuation,  etc. 

Comparative  statistics  are  given  in  Table  I. 

The  principal  causes  of  death  divided  into  certain  age  groups  and  into 
the  wards  where  the  deceased  persons  resided,  are  shown  in  Tables  IIA  to 
HE.  The  new  classification  of  deaths  under  the  Fifth  Revision  of  the 
International  Eist  of  the  Causes  of  Death,  which  came  into  operation  on  the 
1st  January,  1940,  has  been  responsible  to  some  extent,  for  the  considerable 
differences  in  the  numbers  of  some  of  the  causes  of  death,  particularly 
bronchitis  and  heart  disease.  This  should  be  borne  in  mind  when  com- 
parison is  being  made  with  the  figures  in  respect  of  previous  years.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HOSPITAL  AND  HEALTH 

SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA. 

Hospital  Accommodation.  The  normal  number  of  hospital  beds 
(excluding  those  at  Mental  Hospitals  and  Mental  Deficiency  Institutions) 
in  and  outside  the  City  for  Hull  people  in  1938  was  2,376.  At  the  commence- 
ment of  the  war  this  accommodation  was  re- allocated  and  the  number  of 
beds  increased  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  Emergency  Hospitals 
Scheme. 

As  the  result  of  damage  to  hospital  buildings  by  enemy  action,  a 
number  of  beds  were  rendered  unusable.  Four  huts  were  accordingly 
erected  and  148  beds  provided  at  two  of  the  Base  Hospitals.  At  the  31st 
December,  1943,  the  total  number  of  hospital  beds  available  was  2,768. 

Emergency  Hospitals  Scheme.  As  a result  of  the  survey  made  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health  prior  to  September,  1939,  all  the  municipal  hospitals, 
with  the  exception  of  the  mental  hospitals,  were  brought  within  the 
Emergency  Hospitals  Scheme. 

The  Anlaby  Road,  Beverley  Road  and  Hedon  Road  Hospitals 
(admission  of  maternity  cases  to  the  last-named  was  discontinued  as  from 
the  25th  August,  1939)  were  assigned  as  “ Casualty  Receiving  Hospitals.” 
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The  City  Hospital  for  Infectious  Diseases  at  Cottingham  was  classified  as 
a “ Base  Hospital.” 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  admit  E.M.S.  patients  to  the  Evan  Fraser 
Hospital  or  the  Tuberculosis  Sanatorium,  but  E.M.S.  patients  were  admitted 
to  the  other  hospitals  at  which  beds  were  reserved  during  the  whole  period 
of  the  war.

Public  Assistance. 

The  Anlaby  Road  and  Beverley  Road  Institutions  were  brought  within 
the  Ministry  of  Health’s  Emergency  Hospitals  Scheme  as  casualty  receiving 
hospitals.  The  arrangements  necessitated,  in  conjunction  with  the  voluntary 
hospitals  in  the  City,  the  discharge  of  a number  of  patients  to  their  own 
homes,  the  evacuation  to  outer  hospitals  of  all  children  who  could  not  be 
sent  home,  and  the  transfer  of  some  of  the  adult  patients  to  hospitals  outside 
the  City  ; chronic  “house”  cases,  together  with  certain  staff  from  both  the 
above  Institutions  were  removed  to  the  Evan  Fraser  Hospital,  Sutton. 

All  the  hospitals  in  the  City  which  were  included  in  the  Emergency 
Hospitals  Scheme  were  situated  in  areas  where  enemy  bombing  was 
concentrated. 

As  the  result  of  persistent  enemy  air  bombardment,  which  reached  its 
peak  of  intensity  during  the  spring  and  summer  ot  1941,  both  the  Anlaby 
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Road  and  Beverley  Road  Hospitals  sustained  considerable  damage  to  wards 
and  other  buildings.  Fortunately  there  were  no  serious  injuries  to  either 
patients  or  staff.  The  functions  of  the  damaged  parts  of  the  hospitals  were 
transferred  elsewhere  within  the  Institution  premises  without  notable 
interruption  of  the  hospital  services. 

A revised  Agreement  was  entered  into  between  the  Hull  Voluntary 
Hospitals  Council  and  the  Hull  Corporation  for  the  admission  to  the  Insti- 
tution Hospitals  of  subscribers  and  their  dependents,  the  Council  undertaking 
to  pay  to  the  Corporation  28s.  9d.  per  person  admitted  under  the  Scheme. 
On  the  1st  February,  1941,  the  amount  payable  per  person  was  increased 
to  30s.  Od. 

Ambulance , etc.,  Service.  Ambulance  facilities,  entirely  separate  from 
those  provided  for  the  removal  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases,  continued  to 
be  utilized  for  the  public  assistance  hospital  work  ; a motor  hearse  provided 
by  the  Corporation  was  also  used  for  the  funerals,  whether  from  the  Insti- 
tutions or  elsewhere,  undertaken  by  the  Public  Assistance  Committee.

Anlaby  Road  Institution — Hospital.  Prior  to  September,  1939,  581 
beds  were  available  at  this  hospital,  including  accommodation  for  cases  of 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  mental  cases.  To  meet  war  conditions,  re- 
allocation of  the  hospital  beds  was  necessary,  and  other  parts  of  the  Insti- 
tution were  adapted  for  hospital  use.  A total  of  847  beds  in  the  hospital  and 
the  house  was  made  available  for  casualty  purposes,  but  this  figure  varied 
from  time  to  time  as  the  result  of  re-allocation  of  the  accommodation,  after 
damage  by  enemy  air  bombardment.

Margaret  Street  Children's  Homes.  At  the  outbreak  of  war,  the 
children  from  the  Margaret  Street  Homes  were  evacuated  to  Scarborough, 
and  later  (21st  April,  1943),  Reighton  Hall,  near  Filey,  was  taken  over,  and 
staffed  and  equipped  as  a Nursery  Home. 

Casuals.  The  Beverley  Road  Institution  is  the  only  institution  in  the 
City  admitting  casuals.  Applicants  for  admission  to  the  casual  ward  were, 
as  from  October,  1939  (when,  due  to  the  war,  the  ward  was  closed)  dealt 
with  as  ordinary  inmates  and  admitted  to  the  Institution.  Such  admissions 
were,  however,  comparatively  few  in  number  during  the  war  years. 

The  City  Council  is  represented  on  the  Yorkshire  Casual  Poor  Assistance 
Authority. 
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Beverley  Road  Institution — Hospital.  The  number  of  beds  available 
at  this  Hospital  in  the  first  8 months  of  1939  was  400  and  included  accommo- 
dation for  surgical  tuberculosis,  mental  and  venereal  disease  cases. 

A maximum  number  of  718  beds  was  made  available  in  the  Hospital 
and  House  for  casualty  purposes,  but  throughout  the  years  1939/43,  due  to 
damage  sustained  by  enemy  action,  alterations  in  the  bed  accommodation 
rendered  necessary.

District  Medical  Officers  and  Medical  Out-Relief.  The  City  is  divided 
into  10  districts  for  medical  out-relief  purposes,  and  in  peace  time,  there  was 
a District  Medical  Officer  for  each  district.  Difficulty  was  experienced 
in  carrying  out  the  work  during  the  war,  owing  to  Medical  Officers  being 
on  service  with  H.M.  Forces.

In  1939,  immediately  prior  to  the  outbreak  of  hostilities,  106  blind 
persons  were  taken  by  special  buses  to  various  billets  outside  the  City,  25 
(women)  from  the  Rockliffe  Home  being  evacuated  to  Scarborough,  at  the 
Home  for  the  National  Institute  for  the  Blind.  A few  were  evacuated 
privately  and  the  remainder  were  taken  to  various  homes  for  blind  persons 
in  the  East  Riding.  The  highest  number  evacuated  was  in  1941,  when  the 
total  was  134. 

Employment  and  Instruction.  The  registered  blind  are  assisted  and 
supervised  by  5 Home  Teachers  (2  male  and  3 female)  who  devote  their 
whole  time  to  the  work.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water.  The  following  information  has  been  furnished  by  T.  H.  Jones, 
Esq. ,M. Inst. C.E.,  the  Water  Engineer  and  Manager  : — 

In  the  period  under  review,  the  supply  has  been  satisfactory  both  in 
quality  and  quantity.  Bacteriological  examinations  have  been  made  weekly 
and  chemical  examinations  at  varying  intervals.  The  chloramine  process 
has  been  in  operation,  the  dosage  being  0T5  parts  per  million. 

All  water  leaving  the  pumping  stations  is  bacteriologically  pure.  When 
new  mains  are  laid  or  alterations  take  place,  such  mains  are  sterilised  and 
tested  before  the  water  is  put  into  circulation. 

« 

All  water  taken  from  the  Corporation’s  supply  is  by  direct  main 
connections. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage.  The  particulars  hereunder  are  from  inform- 
ation supplied  by  Wm.  Morris,  Esq.,  O.B.E.,  M.Inst.C.E.,  F.R.San.I.,  etc., 
the  City  Engineer  and  Surveyor  : — 

During  the  period  1939  to  1943  no  progress  was  made  in  the  main 
drainage  scheme,  but  towards  the  end  of  1943,  when  the  question  of  post-war 
housing  was  under  consideration,  a deputation  of  the  Works  Committee  and 
the  Housing  and  Town  Planning  Committee,  together  with  the  Town  Clerk 
and  the  City  Engineer,  met  Ministry  of  Health  officials  in  Whitehall  to  discuss 
the  question  of  main  drainage  and  its  relation  to  housing  and  post-war 
development. 

Public  Cleansing.  The  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse,  street  cleaning, 
and  the  maintenance  of  public  lavatories  in  the  City  are  under  the  control  of 
the  Cleansing  Superintendent,  who  issues  a separate  report  upon  the  work 
of  this  department. 
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SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF  DISTRICT. 

The  total  number  of  inspections  carried  out  by  the  Chief  Sanitary 
Inspector  and  his  staff  in  1939  was  24,255,  in  addition  to  which  14,893 
re-visits  were  made.  Further,  432  houses  were  inspected  under  the  Housing 
Acts,  1925-1936,  and  2,133  inspections  were  made  to  ascertain  whether  the 
works  in  the  informal  notices  served  in  respect  of  432  dwellinghouses  had 
been  carried  out. 

During  the  year  1939,  6,600  informal  and  391  statutory  notices  with 
regard  to  the  abatement  of  nuisances,  etc.,  were  served,  compared  with  7,634 
informal  and  407  statutory  notices  served  in  1938. 

Whilst  in  the  years  1940  to  1943  the  normal  work  of  the  inspectors  in 
the  Sanitary  Section  of  the  Health  Department  was  seriously  affected  by  the 
devastation  caused  by  heavy  bombing,  it  fell  to  a staff  depleted  through 
service  with  H.M.  Forces,  etc.,  to  carry  out  additional  duties  arising  in 
consequence  of  the  war,  e.g.  : — - 

(1)  Food  Control  enforcement  work  for  the  Ministry  of  Food. 

(2)  Inspection  of  houses  and  other  premises  in  connection  with 
repair  of  war  damage. 

(3)  Dealing  with  serious  nuisances  from  house  and  W.C.  drains  on 
bombed  property.  The  rat  menace  and  insect  pests  also  called 
for  special  attention. 

(4)  Inspection  of  communal  and  other  shelters. 

(5)  Certain  inspectors  were  wholly  engaged,  by  rota,  on  A.R.P. 
work,  and  the  remainder  performed  special  duties  in  connection 
with  civil  defence  after  air  raids  on  the  City.

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HOUSING. 

Construction  of  Houses  and  Flats.  During  the  year  1939,  the  Corpor- 
ation erected  398  houses  and  flats.  This  brought  the  total  number  of  houses 
and  flats  erected  by  the  Local  Authority  since  1921  to  10,827,  of  which  10,496 
were  under  State-aided  schemes,  and  331  in  association  with  City  improve- 
ments and  in  connection  with  shops  on  the  North  Hull  Estate. 

In  the  same  year  private  builders  erected  1,226  houses,  the  majority  of 
these  being  for  sale. 

546  houses  were  demolished  and  11  houses  were  rendered  unusable  in 
1939.  The  net  increase  during  the  year  in  the  number  of  dwellinghouses 
in  the  City  was  1,067.

General  Action  taken  as  regards  Unfit  Houses. 

(a)  Under  the  Public  Health  Acts. 

During  1939,  202  statutory  notices  were  served  under  the  Public  Health 
Acts,  mostly  in  respect  of  nuisances  existing  in  dwellinghouses. 

Informal  Action.  Notices  were  served  in  respect  of  3,110  dwelling- 
houses,  and  2,812  houses  were  rendered  fit  in  pursuance  of  informal  notices. 

(b)  Under  the  Housing  Acts. 

In  1939,30  houses  were  represented  under  the  provisions  of  Sections  11 
and  12  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  as  unfit  for  human  habitation,  and  demo- 
lition orders  were  made  in  respect  of  33  houses.  Undertakings  under 
Section  11(3)  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  were  accepted  in  regard  to  11  houses. 

As  a result  of  demolition  orders,  32  houses  were  demolished  during  the 
year. 

The  total  number  of  houses  represented  as  individually  unfit  was  1,258. 

Orders  in  respect  of  Unhealthy  Areas.  From  1931  to  1938  inclusive, 
Orders  made  in  respect  of  Unhealthy  Areas  and  confirmed  by  the  Ministry 
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of  Health  related  to  2,790  dwellings,  of  which  2,290  had  been  demolished 
up  to  the  end  of  1938,  leaving  500  still  to  be  dealt  with  under  such  Orders. 

On  the  6th  May,  1939,  the  Ministry  of  Health  confirmed  the  Vauxhall 
Grove  Compulsory  Purchase  Order,  comprising  305  dwellinghouses,  all  of 
which,  with  the  exception  of  2,  were  demolished  during  1939  to  1943,  the 
period  covered  by  this  report. 

The  total  number  of  houses  demolished  in  Unhealthy  Areas  during  the 
years  last  mentioned  was  799.  In  the  same  period  action  taken  under  the 
provisions  of  Sections  11  and  12  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  in  respect  of 
individual  houses  not  included  in  Unhealthy  Areas  was  as  follows  : —

Owing  to  conditions  arising  out  of  the  war  and  the  call-up  of  staff  for 
service  with  H.M.  Forces,  work  in  relation  to  the  construction  of  houses  and 
flats  and  action  with  regard  to  slum  clearance,  excepting  that  in  respect  of 
the  houses  referred  to  in  the  preceding  paragraph,  had  to  be  suspended 
during  the  years  1940  to  1943. 

Though  slum  clearance,  with  which  the  housing  inspectors  of  the  Health 
Department  are  more  particularly  concerned,  was  held  in  abeyance,  the 
Senior  Housing  Inspector  carried  out  other  important  duties  in  connection 
with  : — 

(1)  the  preparation  and  maintenance  of  First-Aid  Posts  ; 

(2)  information  supplied  to  the  District  Valuer  in  regard  to  properties 
damaged  as  the  result  of  enemy  action  ; 

(3)  classification  of  damaged  properties  for  departmental  records  ; 

(4)  post-war  housing  matters  ; and 

(5)  work  for  the  Corporation’s  consultants  in  regard  to  the  replanning 
of  the  City. 
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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Milk  Supply.  The  inspection  of  dairies  and  of  retail  purveyors’ 
premises  and  the  supervision  of  bottling  and  wholesale  establishments  in  the 
City  is  carried  out  by  the  staff  of  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector.  Cowsheds 
are  inspected  by  the  staff  of  the  Chief  Food  Inspector. 

Estimation  of  the  daily  milk  consumption  in  the  City  during  each  of  the 
years  1939  to  1943  (inclusive)  was  not  practicable  owing  to  rationing  and 
other  war  conditions.  In  1938,  the  total  milk  consumed  daily  was  estimated 
to  be  20,000  gallons,  of  which  8,500  gallons  was  milk  of  special  designation  ; 
this  represented  approximately  0-5  pint  per  person  per  day.

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WORK  OF  THE  FOOD  AND  VETERINARY  DEPARTMENT. 

The  following  is  a summary  of  the  report  of  Mr.  H.  P.  Lewis, 
M.R.C.V.S.,  the  Chief  Food  Inspector.  Certain  references  to  the  work  of 
this  Department  are  contained  in  the  preceding  section. 

Slaughterhouses.  In  1939  there  were  44  private  slaughterhouses  in  use. 

. ° ^ 

In  January,  1940,  and  during  the  remainder  of  the  period  covered  by  this 
report,  that  is,  to  the  end  of  1943,  the  number  was  reduced  to  3,  and  these 
were  occupied  by  the  Ministry  of  Food. 


In  addition,  one  slaughterhouse  was  used  for  the  slaughter  of  horses  for 
food  for  human  consumption,  and  2 for  the  private  slaughter  of  pigs  by 
cottagers,  etc.

The  increase  in  the  number  of  these  premises  to  be  inspected  in  the 
years  1940  to  1943  compared  with  the  number  on  the  register  in  1938,  is  due 
to  the  provisions  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  which  came  into  operation 
on  the  1st  October,  1939,  requiring  the  registration  of  premises  used  for  the 
preparation  or  manufacture  of  sausages,  or  potted,  pressed,  pickled  or  pre- 
served food  intended  for  sale. 

Fish  Inspection . At  the  outbreak  of  war,  the  Government  took  over  a 
large  number  of  trawlers  and  personnel  for  naval  service,  and  left  only  a few 
trawlers  for  fishing.  Subsequently,  bulk  supplies  of  fish  were  purchased  in 
Iceland  and  transported  by  the  “Carrier”  system.  The  quality  of  the  fish 
was  much  inferior  to  that  caught  by  trawler.  The  landings  at  Hull  were 
often  carried  out  at  week-ends  and  on  Sundays,  thereby  adding  to  the  hours 
of  duty  of  a depleted  inspectorial  staff.

Additional  visits  were  paid  to  premises  on  behalf  of  the  Local  Food 
Control  Committee  and  Ministry  of  Food.  Special  inspections  were  made 
of  animals  killed  or  injured  by  air  attack,  and  the  necessary  steps  taken  in 
regard  to  disposal  of  carcases. 

Foot  and  Mouth  Disease.  An  outbreak  of  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease 
occurred  in  the  East  Riding  in  1942,  and  large  numbers  of  carcases  and 
offal  were  sent  to  the  City  slaughterhouses  for  inspection. 

Cruelty  to  Animals  Acts.  For  the  purposes  of  these  Acts,  the  Veterinary 
Inspector  examined  animals  at  the  request  of  the  Police.  During  the  period 
under  review  (1939-43)  25  prosecutions  were  instituted  and  fines  amounting 
to  Ry42  18s.  Od.  and  costs  were  imposed. 

Purchase  of  Horses.  The  Veterinary  Inspector  accompanied  members 
of  the  Coal  and  Purchasing  Committee  on  a number  of  visits  to  farms  in 
the  East  Riding  to  examine  horses  with  a view  to  purchase. 

Foodstuffs  Damaged  by  Enemy  Action.  Much  additional  work  was 
imposed  on  the  food  inspection  branch  of  the  Health  Department  in  con- 
nection with  the  salvaging  of  large  quantities  of  foodstuffs  damaged  by 
enemy  action.  Following  inspection,  such  food  was  placed  in  one  or  more 
of  the  following  categories  : — 

(1)  Fit  for  human  consumption  ; (2)  fit  for  reconditioning  by  manu- 
facturer ; (3)  fit  for  animal  feeding  purposes  and  (4)  unfit  for  any  purpose. 
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Close  collaboration  was  maintained  by  the  Department  with  the  Salvage 
Officer  and  the  various  food  organisations  with  a view  to  damaged  food 
being  promptly  and  advantageously  dealt  with. 

Assistance  was  also  rendered  to  Authorities  outside  the  City  boundary 
in  connection  with  the  inspection  of  foodstuffs  damaged  by  enemy  action. 

Decontamination  of  Foodstuffs.  Soon  after  the  outbreak  of  war,  all  the 
members  of  the  Food  Inspector’s  Department  attended  a full  course  of 
instruction  in  anti-gas  precautions,  and  were  appointed  Food  Decontami- 
nation Officers.  The  Chief  Food  Decontamination  Officer  and  his  Deputy 
subsequently  attended  specialised  lectures  and  demonstrations  at  Leeds  and 
elsewhere  organised  by  the  Ministry  of  Food. 

Specific  sites  and  special  vehicles  were  earmarked  for  this  work,  and  95 
volunteers  from  wholesale  and  multiple  firms  in  the  City  were  given  a com- 
plete course  of  training  in  decontamination,  including  full  scale  demon- 
strations and  exercises  in  co-operation  with  other  civil  defence  services. 

Training  was  also  given  to  dock  workers  at  Hull  and  Goole,  and 
instruction  to  squads  of  men  in  food  decontamination. 
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PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  material  for  this  section  has  been  supplied  by  Dr.  R.  H.  Moyes, 
Acting  Deputy  Medical  Officer  of  Health.

General  Survey.  The  outbreak  of  war  in  September,  1939,  and  the 
inclusion  of  the  City  Hospital  in  the  Emergency  Hospitals  Scheme  (with  the 
title  of  Cottingham  Base  Hospital)  brought  about  certain  alterations  in  the 
disposition  of  patients  and  the  available  accommodation. 


By  the  transfer  of  cases  of  diphtheria  and  scarlet  fever  to  vacated 
Sanatorium  wards,  it  was  possible  to  clear  five  of  the  large  City  Hospital 
wards  for  E.M.S.  purposes.  In  addition,  one  ward  was  occupied  by  surgical 
tuberculosis  cases  moved  from  the  Beverley  Road  Institution  Hospital. 


It  is  expedient  to  observe,  however,  that  these  arrangements  were  some- 
what elastic,  being  subject  to  adaptation  in  accordance  with  exigencies  pre- 
vailing at  different  phases  of  the  war  period.

The  only  figures  calling  for  comment  are  those  for  cerebro-spinal  fever. 
A large  outbreak  of  this  illness  began  in  the  early  months  of  1940  and  gave 
rise  to  an  unprecedented  number  of  admissions  for  that  year  and  for  1941. 
Thereafter  the  epidemic  declined  slowly.  Sulphapyridine  was  used  ex- 
clusively in  the  treatment  of  these  cases,  and  proved  most  efficacious.  The 
case  mortality  would  have  been  far  higher  if  this  new  drug  had  not  been 
available. 
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Ear , Nose  and  Throat  Work.  Dr.  Ritchie  Rodger  visited  the  hospital 
regularly.

With  few  exceptions,  statistics  of  mortality  from  cancer  have,  during 
the  last  59  years,  shown  an  upward  tendency  year  by  year,  due  to  modern 
methods  of  diagnosis  resulting  in  much  greater  accuracy  in  the  ascertain- 
ment of  its  incidence. 

Cancer  Act , 1939.  Due  to  the  war,  the  PIull  scheme  for  the  diagnosis 
and  treatment  of  cancer  cases  could  not  be  completed.  The  Ministry  of 
Health,  however,'  from  time  to  time  extended  the  period  during  which 
proposals  might  be  submitted  by  local  authorities.  The  preparation  of  a 
local  scheme  under  Section  1 of  the  Cancer  Act,  1939,  was  accordingly 
deferred. 
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Radium,.  In  August,  1939,  the  supplies  of  radium  belonging  to  the 
Hull  Radium  Trust  and  the  Hull  Corporation,  were,  during  the  emergency, 
transferred  for  safety  to  the  Leeds  General  Infirmary,  and,  in  May,  1940, 
to  the  Sutton  Annexe  of  the  Hull  Royal  Infirmary.  All  possible  precautions 
were  taken  to  safeguard  the  radium  during  the  bombing  of  the  City. 


Bronchitis.  The  following  table  shows  the  deaths  and  death-rates  per 
1,000  of  the  population  from  bronchitis,  and  the  total  death-rates  from  non- 
tuberculous  respiratory  diseases,  chiefly  bronchitis  and  pneumonia.

During  the  earlier  war  years,  1939-1943,  the  notifications  of  tuber- 
culosis diminished  compared  with  those  relating  to  1938,  the  last  full  year 
of  peace,  1939  and  1941  being  particularly  conspicuous  with  the  low  figures 
of  430  and  423  notifications  respectively.  It  would  be  wrong  to  deduce  that 
this  reduction  reflected  a lowered  incidence  of  tuberculosis  among  the 
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population  in  1939-1943.  Many  factors  directly  related  to  war-time  con- 
ditions contributed,  e.g.,  evacuation,  part-disorganisation  of  medical  services 
due  to  the  call-up  of  practitioners  to  the  Services,  diminished  attendances  at 
doctors’  surgeries,  relaxation  in  the  search  for  the  disease  amongst  contacts, 
etc.  In  fact,  the  tuberculosis  was  undoubtedly  there,  but  its  discovery  was 
less  easy  to  accomplish,  with  resultant  diminution  in  notifications. 


The  figures  for  pulmonary  deaths  in  1939-1943  remained. fairly  constant 
among  males.  The  trend  of  female  deaths,  except  in  the  year  1940,  was 
downwards.  The  year  1940  was  notable  for  the  relatively  high  number  of 
deaths  of  females,  which  may  have  been  due  to  various  reasons  consequent 
upon  the  war,  not  the  least  important  of  which  may  have  been  the  inclusion 
of  the  Sanatorium  and  other  Hospitals  in  the  Ministry  of  Health’s  Emergency 
Hospitals  Scheme.  In  the  whole  period  1939-1943,  there  were  144  male 
deaths  for  every  100  female  deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

The  numbers  of  deaths  from  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  showed  little 
variation  in  the  years  under  review,  except  in  1940  and  1943,  when  there 
were  considerable  increases  in  deaths  of  males.  Deaths  from  tuberculous 
meningitis  in  children  account  for  a considerable  proportion  of  non-pul- 
monary deaths,  and,  as  will  be  seen  in  a later  section,  there  was  an  increased 
incidence  of  this  disease  in  1940-1943  compared  with  the  average  for  the 
last  three  or  four  pre-war  years. 

On  the  whole,  there  was  no  sudden  rise  in  tuberculosis  deaths  during 
the  earlier  war  years  as  was  anticipated,  in  view  of  past  experience  pertaining 
to  the  1914-1918  war.  The  decline  in  tuberculosis  mortality  that  was  taking 
place  in  the  immediate  pre-war  years,  albeit  somewhat  slowly  and  irregularly, 
was,  however,  halted  in  1939-1943. 

The  death-rate  in  1943  per  1,000  of  the  population  in  Kingston  upon 
Hull  was  nearly  double  that  for  England  and  Wales  for  all  forms  of  tuber- 
culosis, a position  which  is  far  from  satisfactory. 

It  has  to  be  recorded  that  of  pulmonary  deaths  in  1943,  61  per  cent,  in 
women  occurred  in  the  age-groups  under  35  years  whereas  only  26  per  cent, 
of  male  deaths  took  place  in  these  age-groups. 

The  heavy  mortedity  in  the  young  female  age-groups  and  among  middle- 
aged  males,  remains  a serious  problem  requiring  the  intense  efforts  of  the 
Tuberculosis  Service,  both  preventive  and  curative,  if  this  state  of  affairs 
is  to  be  alleviated. 
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Tuberculous  Meningitis . The  deaths  from  this  form  of  tuberculosis

The  average  annual  number  of  deaths  from  tuberculous  meningitis 
during  the  first  four  complete  years  of  the  war  was  24,  which  represents  a 
death-rate  of  0-10  per  1,000  of  the  population,  as  compared  with  0-08  for 
the  four  immediate  pre-war  years.  The  true  occurrence-rate  could  only  be 
estimated,  because  of  the  irregular  and  fluctuating  changes  in  the  child 
population  at  risk. 

It  was  the  general  experience  in  other  large  cities  subjected  to  bombing 
and  shelter-existence,  that  there  was  a considerable  increase  in  the  number 
of  deaths  from  tuberculous  meningitis.  • There  were  97  deaths  from  this 
fatal  type  of  disease  in  the  period  1940-1943  and  it  is  regrettable  that  76  per 
cent,  occurred  in  children  under  the  age  of  15  years.

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Examination  of  Contacts.  The  numbers  of  contacts  examined  by  the 
Medical  Officers  of  the  Tuberculosis  Department  in  the  years  1938  to  1943, 
are  shown  in  the  second  column  of  the  foregoing  table. 

“Contact’’  examinations  diminished  in  numbers  during  the  years  under 
review,  as  compared  with  peace-time  figures.  This  reduction  commenced 
in  1939  and  was  directly  attributable  to  the  unsettled  conditions  prevailing 
in  that  year. 

That  the  number  of  contacts  examined  never  fell  below  200 — 300  during 
the  worst  of  these  years  is  a tribute  to  the  zeal  and  assiduity  of  the  nursing 
staff. 

In  1943,  the  number  of  contacts  examined  increased  proportionately 
with  the  slight  easement  of  conditions,  which  remained,  however,  far  from 
normal. 

It  is  the  routine  practice  of  the  Department  to  offer  facilities  for 
examination  to  the  members  of  each  household  in  which  a case  of  tuber- 
culosis has  occurred.  Unfortunately,  in  spite  of  propaganda  carried  out 
individually  and  collectively,  only  50  per  cent,  of  the  contacts  can  be 
persuaded  to  attend  for  examination.  Apathy  and  fear  are  the  underlying 
causes  for  the  reluctance  of  contacts  to  avail  themselves  of  the  facilities 
provided. 

The  unsettled  and  difficult  period  from  1939-1943  is  also  reflected  in  the 
falling  off  in  other  branches  of  Dispensary  work.  In  1940  and  1941  cases 
sent  for  diagnosis  by  practitioners  numbered  495  and  467  respectively, 
representing  only  slightly  more  than  half  the  average  number  of  cases  sent 
by  practitioners  in  peace-time.  In  1942  and  1943,  numbers  sent  for  opinion 
as  to  diagnosis  showed  a gratifying  tendency  to  increase  steadily. 


That  the  diagnostic  facilities  available  at  the  Dispensaries  are  being 
increasingly  used,  however,  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  during  the  last  3 years 
of  the  period  under  review,  no  less  than  90,  92  and  96  per  cent,  of  cases 
sent  by  private  practitioners  were  for  diagnosis  in  contrast  with  a figure  of 
83  per  cent,  for  the  year  1938.

X-ray  work  in  the  Department  in  the  years  1942  and  1943  was  heavier 
than  it  had  been  in  any  previous  year.  The  use  for  the  first  time  of 
“screening”  partly  accounted  for  this  but  there  was  an  actual  increase  in 
the  ratio  of  chest  X-ray  films  taken  per  attendance  at  the  Dispensaries. 
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All  new  cases  and  contacts  are  subjected  to  chest-radiography,  without 
which  an  opinion  on  any  chest  condition  is  of  lesser  value  due  to  the  fact 
that  ordinary  clinical  examination  of  the  chest  in  many  cases  fails  to  reveal 
evidence  of  tuberculous  disease.  Particularly  is  radiography  essential  in 
detecting  tuberculosis  in  the  early  stage  and  in  assessing  progress  in  the 
already  established  case  of  phthisis. 


The  reduction  in  chest  X-ray  work  in  the  years  1939-1941  was  com- 
mensurate with  the  falling-off  in  all  branches  of  Dispensary  work  during  the 
early  war  years. 

However,  the  ratio  of  X-ray  examinations  to  attendances  at  the  Dis- 
pensaries increased  from  1*5  to  1 in  1939  to  1-3  to  1 in  1943. 

Thus,  the  use  of  radiography  showed  a considerable  increase  during 
the  last  of  the  four  years  under  review  compared  with  the  first.

Sputum  examination  is  the  most  decisive  of  all  diagnostic  tests  in 
tuberculosis  work.  The  ratio  of  sputum  examinations  to  attendances  at  the 
Dispensaries  increased  each  year  from  1941  onwards  and  by  1942-3  had 
more  than  doubled  compared  with  the  ratio  in  1938,  reaching  the  figure  of 
1 sputum  examination  for  each  2 attendances  in  1942,  and  1 for  every  2-5 
attendances  in  1943. 

A “smear”  examination  of  sputum,  simple  and  convenient  to  carry  out 
as  well  as  being  economical,  is  often  diagnostic  in  chest  disease  apart  from 
any  recourse  to  radiography. 

Pneumothorax  Clinic.  The  work  of  this  Clinic  was  commenced  in 
May,  1943,  to  relieve  pressure  of  work  at  the  Sanatorium.  Attendances 


64 


were  made  at  the  Clinic  held  at  the  Anlaby  Road  Hospital  on  Thursday 
mornings,  and  288  “refills”  were  given,  from  May  to  December  31st,  1943. 

The  Tuberculosis  Department  is  indebted  to  Dr.  D.  L.  Macrae  Tod, 
for  placing  accommodation,  X-ray  facilities,  etc.,  at  its  disposal. 

Isolation  of  Infectious  Cases.  The  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  Section 
172,  provides  for  compulsory  removal  to  hospital  of  infectious  cases  of  pul-

monary  tuberculosis  who  cannot  be  isolated  properly  -at  home.  No  legal 
action  has  been  necessary  under  this  Section. 

Light  Treatment.  Tuberculous  patients  in  need  of  light  treatment  are 
referred  to  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics.

After-Care  and  Provision  of  Extra  Nourishment.  The  after-care  of 
the  tuberculous  patient  is  carried  out  in  Hull  by  a voluntary  committee 
which  meets  every  two  weeks.  Close  contact  with  the  Tocal  Authority  is 
maintained  by  the  inclusion  on  the  After-Care  Committee  of  representatives 
from  the  Hull  Corporation  and  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  as  Medical  Adviser. 
This  Department  brings  to  the  notice  of  the  Committee  all  cases  whose 
circumstances  are  such  that  they  require  help  in  obtaining  extra  nourish- 
ment, beds  and  bedding,  surgical  appliances,  etc.  New  applications  for 
assistance,  mostly  for  help  towards  the  provision  of  extra  nourishment,  were 
made  to  the  After-Care  Committee  as  under  : —

Cases  where  the  income  is  derived  through  the  Unemployment 
Assistance  Board  are,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Tuberculosis  Officer, 
similarly  dealt  with  by  that  Authority. 
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The  steady  and  marked  reduction  of  cases  seeking  help  since  1939 
from  the  After-Care  Committee  is  due  to  a slowly  changing  economic 
situation,  noticeable  most  obviously  in  1941  onwards,  when  unemployment 
became  negligible  in  amount,  and  female  labour  more  freely  utilised,  and 
when  the  work  that  was  so  readily  available  for  all  was  rewarded  by  a higher 
rate  of  wages  generally. 

Prevailing  conditions  in  the  labour-market  tempted  many  of  our 
tuberculous  population  to  engage  themselves  in  work  prematurely  or  con- 
trary to  medical  advice,  often  with  considerable  detriment  to  health  and 
well-being. 

The  inauguration  in  1943  of  the  Government-sponsored  Scheme  of 
Tuberculosis  Allowances  was  also  instrumental  in  reducing  the  numbers  of 
those  requiring  assistance  from  the  After-Care  Committee  in  1943. 

Motor  Watching.  This  enterprise  continued  to  be  carried  on  during 
the  war  years.  Though  motor  watching  was  necessarily  curtailed,  owing  to 
the  reduction  in  motor  traffic,  limited  numbers  of  men  and  youths  were 
employed  on  car  and  cycle  parks,  the  numbers  varying  but  never  exceeding 
10  during  the  years  under  review. 

After-Care  Colony.  The  following  summary  shows  the  aggregate 
numbers  of  days  during  which  patients  were  resident  in  the  After-Care 
Colony  at  Walkington  in  each  of  the  years  1939-1943  : —

Scheme  for  Tuberculosis  Allowances . The  Government-sponsored 
scheme,  as  set  out  in  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  266T,  was  commenced  in 
the  City  in  July,  1943. 

The  principles  underlying  the  scheme  for  allowances  are  (1)  to  relieve 
tuberculous  cases  of  financial  anxiety,  and  (2)  to  expedite  the  return  to  full 
working  capacity. 

The  objects  of  the  scheme  have  been  set  in  motion  and  the  local  arrange- 
ments, which  have  been  sympathetically  administered,  have  been  much 
appreciated  by  the  persons  concerned. 
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During  1943,  144  applications  were  received  for  financial  assistance 
under  the  Scheme,  and  57  “ standard,”  28  “ discretionary,”  and  2 “special” 
allowances  were  approved  and  granted.

Residential  Treatment.  Table  A.  (page  72)  shows  the  extent  of 
residential  treatment  and  observations  of  patients,  and  Table  B.  (page  73) 
gives  details  of  the  classification  of  cases  admitted  to  the  Sanatorium.  The 
reduced  number  of  admissions  during  1939,  and  the  very  small  number  of 
patients  remaining  in  the  Sanatorium  at  the  end  of  that  year,  reflect  the 
drastic  re-arrangement  necessitated  by  the  outbreak  of  war.  On  the  1st 
September,  1939,  in  accordance  with  a pre-arranged  scheme,  79  patients 
were  discharged  to  their  own  homes,  followed  by  a further  12  in  the  course 
of  the  next  few  days.  Three  Sanatorium  wards  were  thus  cleared,  and  two 
of  them  were  immediately  occupied  by  cases  of  diphtheria  and  scarlet  fever 
moved  from  the  City  Hospital.  In  this  way  some  City  Hospital  wards  were 
made  available  for  emergency  (Base  Hospital)  purposes.  By  the  end  of  the 
year,  however,  it  had  become  obvious  that  beds  would  have  to  be  restored 
to  the  tuberculosis  section,  and  by  1940,  three  of  the  four  Sanatorium 
wards  were  again  receiving  tuberculous  patients. 

Consultants . Mr.  Blair,  as  Orthopaedic  Surgeon,  visited  the  Sanatorium 
and  examined  cases  submitted  for  his  opinion,  and  Dr.  Ritchie  Rodger 
attended  monthly  to  deal  with  the  special  ear,  nose  and  throat  work. 

Artificial  Pneumothorax  Treatment.  Comparative  figures  in  regard 
to  Pneumothorax  treatment  are  given  to  show  the  increase  in  this  branch  of 
the  work.  The  low  figures  for  1940  are  consequent  upon  the  emergency 
evacuation  of  Sanatorium  wards  in  September,  1939.

The  Sanatorium  School.  With  rare  exceptions,  no  patient  of  school 
age  has  been  admitted  since  the  beginning  of  the  war.  The  emergency 
evacuation  of  the  Sanatorium  entailed  closure  of  the  school  on  2nd 
September,  1939  ; it  was,  however,  re-opened  on  11th  December,  1939,  in 
Ward  3 of  the  City  Hospital.  This  ward,  was  occupied  by  tuberculous  bone 
and  joint  cases,  among  whom  were  16  children  of  school  age.  These 
patients  were  eventually  transferred  to  Scotton  Banks  Sanatorium,  Knares- 
borough,  and  the  school  finally  closed  on  31st  May,  1941.

The  Municipal  Maternity  Home,  Hedon  Road,  was  included  in  the 
Emergency  Hospitals  Scheme,  and,  on  the  25th  August,  1939,  the  maternity 
cases  were  discharged  to  their  own  homes,  with  the  exception  of  3 who  were 
transferred  to  the  Hull  Hospital  for  Women,  and  15  who  remained  in  the 
Municipal  Maternity  Home  for  a few  days.  As  from  the  above  date  the 
Idospital  remained  closed  except  for  the  reception  of  casualties  due  to  enemy 
action.  However,  as  the  necessity  for  the  reception  of  air  raid  casualties 
had  not  arisen  up  to  the  1st  April,  1940,  the  admission  of  maternity  cases 
was  resumed  until  the  1st  July,  1940,  when  again  the  Hospital  was  closed, 
except  for  emergency  purposes.  Damage  sustained  by  enemy  action  in 
May,  1941,  was  on  such  an  extensive  scale  that,  subsequently,  the  hospital 
was  suitable  for  use  only  as  a casualty  clearing  station. 

Emergency  midwifery  cases  were  admitted  to  a ward  at  the  Hull 
Hospital  for  Women  until  the  “Greystones”  Maternity  Home  (12  beds)  was 
opened  in  September,  1941,  for  the  reception  of  abnormal  midwifery 
cases  only.

Child  Life  Protection  — Public  Health  Act,  1936.  The  supervision  of 
children  in  connection  with  Child  Life  Protection  was  sympathetically 
carried  out  by  a specialist  health  visitor. 

Adoption  of  Children  ( Regulation ) Act,  1939.  This  Act  came  into 
operation  on  the  1st  June,  1943,  and  the  carrying  out  of  its  provisions  imposed 
additional  work  on  the  Department,  particularly  in  view  of  the  increased 
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illegitimacy  during  the  war.  The  number  of  cases  of  adoption  dealt  with 
between  the  1st  June  and  31st  December,  1943..  was  17. 

Talks  to  Mothers.  Talks  to  mothers  by  members  of  the  staff  were 
given  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinics. 

Inter  avail  ability  of  Clinics.  Children  under  5 years  of  age,  suffering 
from  squint,  dental  caries,  minor  ailments,  aural  or  cardiac  defects,  rickets 
or  crippling  conditions,  or  in  need  of  X-ray  examination,  received  treatment 
in  either  the  School  Health  Department  or  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Department. 

In-patient  Treatment  for  Orthopedic  Cases.  Financial  responsibility 
was  accepted  by  the  Health  Committee  in  respect  of  cases  as  under,  admitted 
to  the  Adela  Shaw  Orthopaedic  Hospital,  Kirbymoorside.

Corporation  Clinic , Mill  Street.  Two  sessions  a week  were  held  at  the 
Corporation  Clinic  for  the  treatment  of  venereal  diseases  in  women  and 
children,  ante-natal  and  post-natal  patients  being  referred  thereto  by  the 
Department’s  Medical  Officers  or  by  general  medical  practitioners. 

Patients  suffering  from  vaginal  discharge  of  non-specific  origin  were 
treated  at  the  New  Cross  Street  Special  Clinic. 

Dinners.  Dinners  were  provided  at  the  Municipal  Restaurants  for 
necessitous  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  toddlers. 

Supply  of  Milk  and  Nutritives.  Under  the  scheme  administered  by 
the  Ministry  of  Food,  dried  milk,  cod  liver  oil  and  orange  juice  were  supplied. 
Other  nutritives,  such  as  “ Virol,”  were  provided  under  the  Local  Authority’s 
Scheme. 

Provision  of  Fire  Guards.  The  scheme  for  the  provision  of  fire 
guards,  to  lessen  the  risk  from  burns  and  scalds,  was  operated  as  far  as 
possible  during  the  war. 

Home  Nursing.  The  services  of  the  Hull  Jubilee  District  Nursing 
Association  continued  to  be  available,  and  were  much  appreciated,  for  cases 
referred  from  this  Department. 

Day  Nurseries.  The  care  of  children  of  women  who  were  engaged  on 
essential  war  work  was  provided  for  at  two  day  nurseries,  as  follows  : — 
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Buckston  Browne  Home, 

Cottingham  Road  . . . . Opened  21st  September,  1942,  with 

accommodation  for  48  children. 

97  Westbourne  Avenue  . . Opened  19th  April,  1943,  with 

accommodation  for  54  children. 

Co-ordination  of  Work  with  other  Institutions . Close  co-operation 
was  maintained  with  the  Hull  Branch  of  the  National  Society  for  the 
Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children. 

The  Hull  Braves’  Guild  provided  splints  and  other  surgical  apparatus 
required  by  children  under  the  age  of  5 years. 

Care  of  Illegitimate  Children . The  York  Diocesan  Maternity  Home, 
evacuated  to  the  West  Riding,  pursued  its  beneficent  work  in  the  care  of 
the  unmarried  mother  and  her  child. 

The  arrangements  made  for  part  of  the  work  of  the  follow-up  cases, 
undertaken  by  Sister  Bashford  on  behalf  of  the  Sheltering  Home  for 
Girls,  operated  during  the  war  years.

SUMMARY  OF  WORK  DURING  THE  YEARS  1939  TO  1943. 
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To  the  Chairman  and  Members 

of  the  Education  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  report  upon  the  work  of  the  School 
Health  Service  in  the  City  and  County  of  Kingston  upon  Hull  during  the 
quinquennial  period  1939-1943. 

The  instructions  of  the  Board,  now  the  Ministry  of  Education,  have  been 
followed  in  regard  to  the  form  and  content  of  the  report.  During  the  earlier 
years  of  the  war,  local  circumstances  rendered  it  impossible  to  submit 
separate  reports  annually.  The  summary  now  presented  will  ensure  con- 
tinuity of  the  records  of  the  work  of  the  Department  ; and  I have  included 
the  information  for  the  year  1939  already  reported  upon  in  order  to  secure 
uniformity  with  the  quinquennial  period  covered  by  the  report  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  on  the  health  of  Kingston  upon  Hull. 

Despite  the  shortage  of  staff  consequent  upon  the  war,  the  work  of  the 
School  Health  Service  was  maintained  and  the  health  of  the  school  children 
amply  safeguarded. 

I take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  members  of  the  medical  and  dental 
professions  in  private  practice  who,  in  spite  of  the  heavy  demands  on  their 
time  and  energies,  so  readily  responded  to  the  many  calls  made  upon  them 
for  assistance. 

To  Dr.  Lillias  Hardie,  who  carried  a heavy  burden  of  responsibility 
throughout  the  war  years,  and  to  the  Director  of  Education  and  the  various 
members  of  the  staff  of  the  Department,  and  to  the  staffs  of  the  Elementary 
and  Secondary  Schools,  I tender  my  sincere  thanks. 

I also  acknowledge,  with  thanks,  the  keen  personal  interest  taken  in 
the  work  of  the  Service  by  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Elementary 
Education  Sub- Committee.  The  helpful  co-operation  of  the  teachers  and 
the  parents  is  also  gratefully  acknowledged.
